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Response to Amendment 

1 . In response to the Office Action mailed 3 1 March 2008 and Telephonic Interview 
conducted on 08 May 2008 with Ryan T. Grace, applicant submitted a response filed 02 June 
2008, in which the applicant amended claims 1,4, 10 and 18 without adding new matter. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Ryan T. Grace on 19 June 2008The application has been amended as follows: 

10. The computer-implemented method of claim £ wherein the local identifier 
corresponds to an LCID and the network service identifier corresponds to a RFC-1 766 value. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-7, 10-14 and 18-22 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: In the previous Office Action, mailed 31 March 2008, the examiner 
allowed independent claim 1 1 and subsequent dependent claims 12-14 for the reasons outlined 
below. 
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The combination of features of claim 1 1 is not taught or suggested by the cited reference. 
Crandall teaches setting a cultural profile on an application. The cultural profile dictates what 
type of information will be displayed on a website or associated application. Stated another way, 
the cultural profile is preset by a user and the cultural profile then drives the type of displayed 
information. Crandall does not teach or suggest "wherein the locale identifier is converted to a 
Hex locale identifier," "wherein the network service identifier includes a string value," and 
"storing the Hex locale identifier and the string value in a table." Furthermore, Crandall does not 
teach or suggest "determining whether a change occurred to the language of the application 
during an offline mode by detecting a changed value in a registry key," and "automatically 
changing the language of the network page to correspond to the language of the application when 
the registry key indicates a changed value." Among other features Crandall, Crandall does not 
teach or suggest "comparing the Hex locale identifier stored in the table to the string value stored 
in the table when no change occurred to the language of the application during the offline mode," 
and "in response to comparing the Hex locale identifier to the string value, generating a prompt 
for selecting whether to change the language of the network page to correspond to the language 
of the application when the Hex locale identifier and the string value do not correspond." 

Following said Interview conducted on 08 May 2008, applicant submitted the current 
response, specifically amending independent claims 1 and 1 8 to further include the previously 
disclosed limitations of claim 1 1 that overcome cited prior art. For this reason, independent 
claims 1 and 1 8 are also allowed for differentiating over the prior art. 

Further, dependent claims 2-7, 10 and 19-22 are also allowed for at least the same 
reasons as the independent claims from which the depend. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
